10 REBUILD SCHOOLS! 


Education Officials Considering 
Plan to Make Him a Con- 
sulting Architect. 











WANTS RESTAFTER 31 YEARS 


Remarkable Improvement Made in 
New York Schoolhouses During His 
Service as Superintendent. 


Efforts are being made by education 
officials to induce C. B. J. Snyder, Su- 
perintendent of Schgol Bulldings, who 
has asked to be retired on July 1, to re- 
main in the publi¢ school system of this 
city. The proposal to. make him con- 
sulting architect and to relieve him of 
the detail work of his: éffice is still uri- 
der. consideration. Mr. Snyder has not 
had a vacation since 1904, and his 
friends say he is in need of a good rest. 
Meanwhile his request for retirement 
has not been withdrawn. 

During Mr. Snyder’s: thirty-one’ years 
as Superintendent of School Buildings.a 
remarkable improvement in the type of 
school houses has taken place. The old 
school building with its traditional class- 
room, an office for the Principal and an 
assembly. room formed by“ rolling back 
the classroom doors has given way to a 
building of forty-eight rooms or more in 
which there are about twenty;-seven

Mr. Snyder, in his plans for new school 
buildings, has madé almost’all of the 
ground floor of a school an indoor play- 
ground.

RENTS DOWN 2.5% 
SINCE NOVEMBER 


Wage Earners Paying Slightly 
Less on the Average for 
Their Dwellings. 


FURTHER DECLINE SEEN 


New York Rates Between 81. and 
90 Per Cent. Above Those 
of 1914. 


Since last November there has been an 
average decline of 2.5 per cent. in the 
rents of wage earners’ houses in the 
United States, according to the) results 
of the latest cost of living survey by the 
National Industrial Conference Board, 
10 East Thirty-ninth Street. 

“The. information..on which the 
board’s estimate was based,"’ said 4 
statement from the hoard, “‘-was de- 
rived. from .questionhbaires. . rexarding, 
changes fi ‘the rents of four. or © tire! 
foots with bath. Replies were received 
from ,476 agencies, eatate | 
boards and brokers, ’ of com} 
mercé, #ocinl organizations and others in 
close touch’ with the housing. situatton 
in 165 cities. These cities include-] near- 
ly evety City in the United States having 
a population of 50,000 or over ‘in 1920, 
and many smaller places. 

“The decréake tn rents is significant 
as the second ‘slight lowéring of the cost 
of housing since March, 1921, when the 
peak of the rise in, renta was reached? 
for the country asa whole. . The. total 
increase inurents between July, 1913, and 
March, 1922, was 65 per cent.. In March, 
1922, ‘rents still averaged 4.5 pér cent. 
above the July, 1820, level, although dur~ 
ing the past year they have Jecreased 
3.5 per cent. 

“ Decreases in rents between Novem- 
ber, 1921, and March, 1922, were ‘re- 
ported in 49 of the 163 cities from which 
comparative reports. were. received for 
these two dates. In fourteen cities there 
weré increases, but these wére unimpor- 
tant. compared. ‘with the .decreases.re-.

DOUBT MOSCOW’S SINCERITY 


Secretary of Amsterdam Internation- 
al Asks Guarantees Before Be- 
ginning Negotiations.

That the leaders of the some 3,000,000 
European workers. organized in unions 
affiliated with the International League 
of Christian Trade Unions are planning 
to play jan active and constructive part 
in the ¢conomic rehabilftation of Europe 
ia indicated by the activities of the Exec- 
utive Committee of the International 
League at a theeting held in Frankfort- 
on-the-Main the first week of April. 

In addition to mapping out @ program 
for the second International Congress 
of the Christian Trade Unions scheduled 
to be held in Innsbruck, Austria, on 
June 21-23 next, the Executive Commit- 
tee issued a statement, especially aimed 
at ‘the Genoa Economic Conference, 
given as follows in. the German press: 

“ The Executive Committee of the In- 
ternational League of Christian Trade 


6, 1922, points out that the welfare of 
society and particularly that of the 
working class, which js disturbed today 
through the unbalanced economic situa- 
tion—especially through the instability 
of exchange and prices, the uncertainty 
of the market and the difficulties: of in- 
ternational commerce—can only be as- 
sured upon the: basis of a normal 
economic condition. 

‘This ‘condition can only be brought 
about through the ‘co-operation of all 
for the reconstruction of Europe. In 
order to attain this.aim it is necessary 
for the responsible and competent Gov- 
ernments to-conclude international eco- 
nomic treaties. Bearing in mind the 
fact that these treaties have a far- 
reaching effect upon the social condition 
of the working masses, the Hxecutive 
Committee of the International League 
of Christian Trade Unions is at the 
game time aware that the economic re- 
habilitation of Burope can only_be ef- 
rected through the assurance of social 
peace, through the restoration of 
equilibrium. among all economic forces, 
and through respect of the rights and 
fulfillment of the duties ofall those en- 
gaged in production, 

“Supported by these convictions, the 
Executive Committee of the Interna- 
tional League of Christian Trade Unions 
makes the following demands: 1.

The absohite. waiving of all restric- 
tions on ‘advertising during the war 
when the poster was the cheapest and, 
quickest “way of arresting public at- 
tention is having a disastrous after- 
math in ‘the continued and growing use 
of such methods now when the object 
is no Jonger the concern of all citizens, 
but simply a matter of the commercial 

vantage to a few individuals who are 
capitalizing public indifference, accord- 
ing to a bulletin issued by the Woman’s 
Municipal League. 

The number of disfiguring. billboards 
in and around New York® tlhe: league 
finds is increasing at such a rate that 
it is necessary for public opinion to or- 
ganize and take steps for the abate- 
ment of this nuisance unless we want 
to have éverything within the vision 
of the human eye divided as profits be- 
tween the advertiser and the property 
owners. 

‘““Much as we should like to see a 
campaign edtried to success on the 
ground of esthetic values,”’ the bulletin 
says, ‘we are obliged to: admit that 
it will require education, and we think 
a practical ease’ from the point of civic 
rights and actual dollars and eents may 
be a more successful method for thé 
present. 

**In the matter of rights the question 
is simple. The owner claims the right 
to lease his property to the advertiser 
so that he may erect a billboard. The 
billboard is erected to influence the 
passerby who is generally an interested 
member, for one reason or another. of 
the neighborhood. If he insists that he 
has the right to say what he will look

St. Louis has laid down defi- 
nite rules by passing an ordinance for 
the safety of construction of such boards, 
defining their positions and requiring 
them to be built free from other struc- 
tures to minimize fire risk, as well as re- 
quiring a high, clear space under them to 
lessen the danger of their becoming’ a 
nuisance. 


“In 1911 an ordinance was passed in 
Chicago prohibinting signs on the roofs 


‘| of buildings_and requiring majority con- 


sent for their erection in residential sec- 
tions. The roof prohibition, it seems, 
has never been attacked, but when the 
majority consent was enforced, the bill- 
board companies ‘carried the matter to 
the United States Supreme Court. The 
eourt upheld the provision closing its de- 
cision by saying: * There remains suffi- 
cient,’.as distinguished from buildings 
and fences, in a class by themselves, and 
to justify the prohibition against their 
erection in residence districts In the in- 
terests of safety, morality, health and 
decency of the community.’ This-dé¢is- 
fon upholding the majority consent is 
most important in that it implies the 
power of prohibition. There is no need 
of consent if there is no power to pro- 
hibit. 


“ All these restrictions are steps in the 
right direction. Advertising has estab- 
lished its commercial value. Its slogan 
is: ‘It pays to advertise.” We can make 
it pay better to advertise in limited and 
less disfiguring ways. We can refuse 
to buy merchandise advertised on the 
billboards and we can enact such tax 
measures as they have in France. 


‘The English simply refuse to have 
their landscape disfigured and ts illegal 
there to put up any signs that limit or 
impair the view. The French. have, a 
thrifty tax whereby the rate increases 
rapidly in proportion to the size of the 
sign. This is a very effective measure. 

** Mr. Joseph Pennell dreamed of mak- 
ing the Lincoln Highway a long avenue 
of inspiring and beautiful memorials. If 
the public is strong in its insistence that 
the beauty of the landscape is one of its 
inherent rights,. we may educate. our 
children to the point where they will 
express their civic gratitade and pride 
in just such a beautiful thing as an 
artist’s dream of a Roman Road.”

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‘To make the contest waged between 
burglars and burglar traps a little more 
even, the insurance interests have called 
upon science to improve ‘the traps. And 
science is going to do its best. The Un- 
derwriter Laboratories, organized and 
maintained -by the National Board of 
Fire Underwriters, primarily to pass 
upon fire prevention devices, has under- 
taken to test burglar alarm systems. 

George B. Muldaur, general agent of 
the laboratories, said yesterday that the 
investigation of anti-theft appliances 
had been “undertaken at the request. of 
the Burglary 1 e Underwriters’ 
Association. . Con’ ces are to be 
graded according to: the way they show 
up in‘ practical tests, and when the 
grades are announced insurance rates 
probably will be determined by the ef- 
fectiveness of the system protecting the 
property. 

It was the tidal dimensions of the crime 
wave that led the insurance people te 
turn to mechanical ingenuity for help. 
Devices guaranteed to prevent. the en- 
trance of a thief or warranted .to scare 
him to death after he got inside were 
being manufactured . literally by the 
thousands bv persons seeking to reap a 
living from the fact that. business con- 
cerns in every city and town were at 
their wits’ end.

ok AND SUGAR EXPORTS. 


md os 
Reports Show Goth Were Excep- 
tionally Heavy During March. 


Very’ large shipments of corn and 
sugar were the outstanding features of 
the export trade in American foodstuffs 
during March, according to statistics 
compiled by the Foodstuffs Division*of 
‘the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic 
Commerce. The high record of 22,544,248 
bushels that was. established in corn 
shipments in February of this yéar was 
broken by those for March, which ran 
close to a total of 23,000,000 bushels. 
An interesting feature of ‘the situation, 


Foodstuffs Division, is that ‘ relief” 
corn was only a small factor in the 
tetal. 

During March 65,000,000' bushels of 
American corn wete shipped to Ger- 
many, 4,600,000 to the United Kingdom 
and 4,300,000 to the Netherlands, Total 
exports of ¢orn for the first quarter of 
the year were 6€,000,000 bushels, which 


for the period. The relatively low price 
4 corn, in comparison with other grains, 
is thought to ve a@ good deal to do 
.with the size of the’ expor The ex- 
“tensive. advertisin pg of corh as afood- 
stuff through-relief work is also thought 
to have had an effect, and it is assert- 
ed that, if Buropean countries can be 
brought to appreciate corn as a human 
food, to the tent it is utilized in the 
United State eat benefit would be 
anrven by the American corn belt. 

The Foodstuffs Division also shows 
that exports of sugar for March, wpe 
were practically ten times-as great as 
those of the same month last year and 
fifty times the prewar exports for ‘the 
month, are only.a continuation of the 
heavy shipments made during the last 
three months. The heavy ex of 
sugar bear out the investigations of 
A Department of Commerce, made in 

December, indicating that the world’s 
invisible stocks were very Iow and that 
a sufficiently strong demand for sugar 
could’ be expected completely to absorb 
the surplus which existed on Jan. 1, 
Las well as the prospective new crop. 
The principal receivers of American 
sugar during March were the United 
Kingdom, France, Spain, China, Egypt, 
Argentina and Greece.

WATCH MILK FIGHT 


Fear Controversy Over Pooling | 
hide sem as From 5 to 10, Cents}: 


Plan Will. Interfere With 
Proper Distribution. 


The Health. Department is watching 
with anxiety the. fight among dairy 
farmers in this State who supply the 
greater, part of the 3,000,000 quarts of 

New York City consumes daily. The 
da rtment’s concern, it Was said yes- 
terday, was not ovér the merits of the 


yjcage but rather over the effect of the 


controversy might have on the milk sup- 
ply. 
troversy might have on the milk supply. 

The milk producers’ are divided into 
tliose who favor the plan of the Dairy- 
men’s League for pooling their interests 
and those who stand for the old order. 
The *‘ poolers ’’*~have agreed to sell their | 
entire product, place the money th a] 
general ‘fund, out of which eath pro- 
ducer will receive the same price for 
each 100 weight of milk. 

Whtther this is<'the best method to 
pursue ~is causing wide discussion. 
Sometimes a,producer yses his stock for 
the manufacture of butter and cheése, 
while another: sells his product to the 
distributing trade in. this: and other 
cities, In the second instance, the milk 
must grade high, so the producer 
charges more than the producer who 
sells for butter making. His price would 
go into the pool and he would receive 
the same return as the producer whose 
milk costs. less to produce. 

But whenever there is an oversupply 
of high-grade milk the producer must 
turn it in for the m@nufacture of but- 
ter and cheese. Having cost more to 
produce than the milk used for manu- 
facture, the producer “cannot compete 
with the. product in which cheaper milk 
has beer Used, wherefore he often faces 
a loss. Under: the pooling system the 
high-grade prodiicer would not have to 
face such loss, it is argued. 

Those who oppose pooling have gohe 
back to individual dealing with the dis- 
tributers..- The Sheffield Farms Com- 
pany, the Empire State Dairy Company, 
Clover Farm and ‘some other dealers, it 
is said, have refused-to deal. with the 
** poolers.’’ The Borden's Farm Products 
Company Has eed to buy only from 
the league. alignment has- in- 
terfered with'the-fiatural trade bound- 
aries of many of the creameries up- 
State. ‘Those in the pool will not deal 
with the distributers who have refused 
to agree to the new contracts of the 
1 e, 

The result has been that farmers in 
the pool who were delivering to dealers’ 
plants now find some of their near cus- 
tomers op to their methods, so they 
must truc eir milk a ‘considerable dis- 
tance to get an available market. This

Too Many Mines, 7 Mines, Too Many 
Miriers, Varied Consumption 
Back of Strike, Is' View. 


ECONOMICS .VS. POLITICS 


-Ceaders in Council of Federated So- 
\ - cieties Blame Consumer-—Min- 
ing Costs Too High. 


The ‘American Engineering Council of 
the Federated American /Engineering 
Societies made public yesterday views 
on the coal strike, gathered from lead- 
ing coal mining engineers throughout 
the country by the erican Institute 
of Mining and Metallurgical Engineers, 
one of the large numbér of member so- 
cieties whick compose the~Federation. 
Ahe President of the Institute is Colonel 
Arthur 8. Dwight of New York. 

George’ Otis ‘Smith, Directér; of the 
United States Geological Survey, says: 
“The chief fact back of the high price 
we pay for coal is. that coal really 


costs more than it d another .day. 
Our next question is ‘why?’ Irregular 
operation of our bituminous coal mines 
is the outstanding reason, -The short 
working . year of tke miner. is bad 
enough, but his short working day adds 
to the ‘unproductivity, Even. worse. is 
the\ whcertainty of his work. 

“It is only too plain also that irreg- 
ular operation requires more mines and 
more-mine workers-and thus Involves a 
sad waste of capital inyestment and 
a sadder waste of man power. .The 
high cost of this inflation of mine ca- 
pacity and working force is properly 
charged against what the mines. pro- 
duce. The ‘coal> consumer pays the 
score, : 
Vast Inflation Waste, 

“The consumer, moreover, can be 
charged with some responsibility “for 
this excessive cost as well as with the 
high price itself. The cure for the bad 
conditions is partly in his hands, for a 
more regular demand. for coal.could not’ 
fail to result in more regular operation” 
of the mines. Irregular operation, 
traceable In large part to blind neglect 
of the coal producer by the coal con- 
sumer, is thus both the capse and the 
effect of a double inflation that is*con-’ 
servatively estimated at half a billion 
dollars of misplaced capital and a hun- 
dred thousand misplaced men. bd 

“But if complete betterment of.condi- 
tions is to be attained the coal industry 
must be its own physician. Collective 
bargaining over wage scales or united 
ee to publi¢ inquiry cannot take 
the place of’co-operative effort in rais- 
ing mine efficiency. Cheaper coal and a 
larger earning are two ideals which can 
be attained by engineering after bar- 
gaining has utterly failed,’’ 

Edwin Ludlow, one of the most prom- 
inent mining engineers in tlie ,country 
and late President of the American In- 
stitute of Mining and Metallurgical En- 
gineers, said: ‘‘ The outcome of it de- 
pends entirely upon what action Wash- 
ington‘may take. 

‘It has been asserted,’’ continued Mr. 
Ludlow, himself an operator, ‘ that’ the 
operators have gone into, this fight for 
the purpose of breaking up the unions. 
There are no facts to sustain such a 
statement. ~ 

“The: great desire of the miners is 
that the coal mines should be national- 
ized. This socialistic argument is ex- 
tremely dangerous; tne whole country 
shduld put its stamp of disapproval on 
any tendency toward nationalization or 
toward Government intervention in ‘the 
management of a basic industry of this 
country.

Anatole France may talk and 
write and act like a rabid Bolshe- 
vik—but what of it? Conservative 
Frenchmen just shrug their shoul- 
ders. After all, he is Anatole 
France. Gabriele d’Annunzio may 
march into Fiume, turn around, and 
march right out again, leaving the 
world much as it was before, yet— 
well, somehow he does not become 
utterly ridiculous, but goes on writ- 
ing, to the unimpaired delight of his 
admirers. And Gerhart Hauptmann, 
when he drops into Berlin, does not 
sit aloof on some private Parnassus 
and refuse to commune with any- 
body under the rank of a Muse—as 
one might expect from thé most 
famous writer in Germany. Not 
he!—instead, he may be seen any 
day strolling into the Adlon bar, 
nodding amiably to acquaintances, 
calling out to the bartender: 

“A glass of.bock beer!"’ 

He quaffs it, wipes his lips, pays, 
nods again, and walks away, quite 
as if he were nobody in particular. 
Which may help explain why his 
new book is not a grand and gloomy

“7 received afterward a ietter 
from the lady stating that on the 
very night she had gone to the me- 
dium she had intended to commit 
suicidé. She was restrained by the 
message from her spirit husband.” 

Cannot this be explained on. the 
greund that the medium read the 
mind of the lady, who was in a 
highly emotional (and — therefore 
transparent) state, perceived that 
she had lost her husband and con- 
templated suicide, and gave her a 
suitable: message? Note that I said 
** cannot this be explained.”’ [er- 
heps there ig algo a supernatural ex- 
planation. But where two explana- 
tlona are possible, why not choose 
the natural one? It was not neces- 
sartly conscious fraud by the me- 
dium--none of the cases need be 
fraud any more than Mary Ellen at 
Antigonish . practiced: fraud-—merely 
subconscious activity. 

One of the most startling cases 
cited by you was of the Italian fish- 
erman whose two sons had gone 
down to sea and never again been 
heard from. After a frantic lapse of 
time the father went to a medium; 
entranced, the medium described the 
drowning of the lads. The spirit ner 
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world) I was aware that my younger 
brother was eaten by a huge fish.’ 

Some time later fishermen on the 
shore near Genoa cut open a huge 
shark. The shark's stomach con- 
tained shreds of clothing, suspen- 
ders, buttons and a gold watch iden- 
tified as belonging to the younger 
brother! 

Now, granting for the sake of ar- 
gument that this extraordinary story 
is true, and granting furthermore 
thut it was not a case of intelligent 
guessing by a medium in a region 
where sharks are not unknown, could 
the occurrence not be .cxplained on 
the ground of thought transference 
before or at the time of death? At 
such moments are not persons ad- 
mittédly in an emotional and sur- 
charged state of mind capable of 
high powers of thought transfer- 
ence? May not this message have 
been sent to the medium or to the 
father just before the son's accident, 
thereupon remaining in the subcon- 
scious mind? Since both mental 
telepathy and subconscious facuities 
are proved by scientists, why not ex- 
plain such messages on proved 
ground rather than taking refuge in 
the supernatural? 

One of the most widely known and 
convincingly written hooks, in that 
it approaches the subject from the 
strictly evidential angle, is Sir Oliver 
Lodge's ‘* Raymond."* 

Both to Sir Oliver_ himself and to 
th» reader the most @onvincing, and 
at first glance inexplicatie, manifes- 
tation is the case of the group photo- 
graphed of the deceased son Ray- 
mond. The ciroumstances were, 
briefly, as follows: 

Raymond was killed Sept. 14. 1915. 
In a@ sitting by Lady Lodge with the 
medium Peters on Sept. 27, 1915. 
Raymond states, through Peters's 
control, ‘ Moonstone.” that there 
exist pictures of him taken in a 
group with otber men, and. that in 
one of them his walking stick can be 
seen.

Sir Oliver, not yet having seen the 
Photograph, went to another me- 
dium, from whom he received a de- 
tailed description cf the photograph

Granting, as one must, that there 
was no trickery. guesswork or pre- 
vious knowledge on the part of the 
medium, this is an extraordinary ex- 
ampie. But, again, cannot the test 
of thought transference between liv- 
ing persons be applicd? 

It would appear conceivable that 
having been photographed two weeks 
before being wounded ‘he lived for 
several hours) Raymond sthought tn- 
tently of his father and desired to 
send some message about the pho- 
tograph; that the telepathic mes- 
sage was reveived either by Sir 
Oliver or by the medium before Ray- 
mond’s natural death and was 
stored by one*of them in the sub- 
conscious mind. It was later 
brought out at the time of the me- 
dium’'s trance.

AVID LLOYD GEORGE has 
been for sixteen years in the 
{ continuous service of Great 
{ Britain as a Crown Minia- 
} ter, a record that has not 
been approached by any other demo- 
ratic statesman: And in that time 
ihe has traveled through the most 
perilous waters. There was the na- 
jonal budget of 1909, the Agadir 
rouble of 1911, the problem of the 
militant suffragists, the great war 
opening in 1914, the Peace Confer- 
ence, the Irish question and now the 
Genoa conference. And scattered 
through these momentous crises 
ere other troublous matters—the 
great coal strike, for instance, and 
he rvilroad strike. IMlaying, as he 
as, a foremost part in all the mod- 
ern problems of his country, Lioyd 
George has, naturally enough, been 
fair game for that British institu- 
jon, Punch. Mr. Punch has cari- 
satured the little Welsh Premier in 
i his warious phases, with the re- 
sult that a complete selection of the 
drawings would prove no less than a 
neticulously ed 
ry on the Premier’s career. And 
his is just what “‘ Lloyd George by 
Mr. Punch” affords, although the 
olume does not include every pic-

peared in the humorous weekly. The 
of the caricatures are included, 
owever, and they make up a book 
hat is always amusing and often 
een analysis. It portrays Lioyd 
George in all his quandaries, and, for 
he most part, with the kindliest 
tire. 

The first drawing of Lloyd George 
hich ever appeared in Punch was 
pritited in the issue dated Dec. 12, 
1900. It was called “ Li-yd G-rge 
land the Dragon,” and portrayed the 
Premier standing, with his hands on 
his hips, gazing in indomitable fash- 
fon at a snorting dragon, which in 
facial characteristics bears a faint 
resemblance to Joseph Chamberlain. 
The picture was occasioned by Lloyd 
George’s vigorous attacks upon 
Chamberlain in connection with the 
South African War. It was not un- 
til two years later that another pic- 
ture of Lloyd George manifested 
itself in Punch, and this second one 
is not reproduced in the volume. On 
Fay 29, 1903, however, he appeared 
for the first time in a cartoon. Here 
we Tind Parliament represented as 
** The Old Woman Who Lived in a 
Shoe,” lamenting over the number 
of ** groups ” into which the old his- 
toric parties had been split. The 
head and shoulders of Lioyd George 
protrude out of the shoe, together 
with several other recognizable fig- 
ures, and he is waving a banner 
upon which is printed ~“* Liberal 
Anti-Imperialists.”. This may have 
been correct at the time, but cer- 
tainly Lloyd George is far from be- 
ing an anti-imperialist now. 

As one turns over the pages of 
these reproductions many an enter- 
taining and keen thrust at contem- 
porary events is to be noted, For 
instance, there is a cartoon of Lloyd 
George entitled ‘‘ The Philanthropic 
Highwayman,” in which he is pre- 
sented clad in the garments of an 
lold-time highwayman and exclaim- 
ing, *‘ I'll make ‘em pity the aged 
poor! "’ In one hand he holds a 
pistol and strapped to his chest is an 
alms-box. upon which is printed 
** Old Age Pension Fund.’’ This 
picture appeared in 1908 and when 
Lloyd George was pushing this pro- 
posed fund vigorously. But a few 
pages further on we find a picture 
of Lioyd George clad as King Ca- 
nute, drawing up. his feet from an 
incoming sea upon which is written 
** Financial Common Sense.”” A 
chorus of flatterers cry, ‘* Speak the 
word, your Majesty, and the ocean 
will cease to menace you.” The some- 
what perturbed King Canute-Liovd 
George answers, ‘‘ On the contrary, 
we will now withdraw; for mean- 
while my feet are getting rather 
damp." An amusing picture and, 
one that brings, for the first time, 
two great antagonists into the same 
cartoon is one that appeared in 1913.

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The NO Plays of Japan 


A Review by 

LLOYD R, MORRIS 
THR NO PLAYS OF JAPAN. 
Arthur Waley. Illustrated. New 

York: Alfred A. Knopf %. 

E first fascination of the Jap- 
anese N6 drama is purely ro- 
mantic in nature. It is the 
exotic quality of the art, per- 
‘haps, which casts the initial 
spell; the appeal of a Strange and 
remote loveliness that quickens the 
imagination. But this fluent and 
intangible beauty, however capti- 
vating, is merely the prelude to a 
more mysterious enchantment which 

is the distinctive service of the art. 

What is the nature of the experi- 
ence to which these plays invite us? 
The esthetic elements are clearly dis- 
tinguishable,- and separately they 
may be identified by their recurrence 
in the arts of the Occident. But to- 
xether and in combination, as a syn- 
thesis, these elements have \eluded 
the creative mind of the West, which 
has neither fused them nor subjected 
them to a pattern so precise and in- 
evitable as that which the N6 discov- 
ers to Us The attitude is funda- 
mentally dramatic; the plays illumi- 
nate a moment in life by exhibiting 
it as one in which a total past is 
gleaned, but they do so in a way 
which contrasts curiously with the 
method of the drama familiar to us. 
The drama, as we know it in the 
West, derives its dramatic force 
from this gathering of the past, andj 
in practice.we recognize this by pred- 
icating a certain logic, a quality of 
inevitability as the touchstone of its 
achievement. But what really moves 
us in any play is not its dramatic 
but its lyric force. In the theatre, 
or in reading a play, it is the sus- 
pense and the emotion of the present 
moment that excite us; our concern 
is not with characters as terms in an 
exposition of the results of the past, 
as they are conceived by the dram- 
atist, but with characters uncon- 
scious of the past and caught in the 
net of present circumstances, as they 
are revealed by the actors. 

The N6 drama avoids this duality 
of appeal, and it gains thereby a 
rigorous consistency and a logical 
unity in compensation. It does so by 
a deliberate simplification of the pat- 
tern throngh the use of what ap- 
pears to be an almost inflexible con- 
vention. It abjures utterly the 
methods of realism or naturalism; 
the action which it reveais is neither 
immediate nor progressive, but has 
taken place at some indefinite time 
in the past, and is recreated by the 
ghost of its principal participant. 
The No, unlike our Western drama,

his lines whenever the nature of the 
dance makes. this transfer  neces- 
sary. Through the prayers of the 
traveler the ghost secures its re- 
lease from earth and recedes quietly 
from the stage. The chorus chants 
a poem which expresses the heart 
of the story, the rhythm of the 
drums subsides, the flute's note drops 
on the final phrase and the play has 
come to an end. 

When Lafcadio Hearn elaborated 
his theory of the ghostly quality of 
all great art, identifying this quality 
with art’s subtle recognition of the. 
mystery of the universe, he was 
perhaps thinking less of Japanese 
than Occidental literature. But the 
quality *is that of No. Seami Moto- 
kiyo, whose life spanned the last 
half of the fourteenth and first half 
of the fifteenth centuries, and who, 
with bis father, Kwanami Kiotsugu, 
originated the N6 play in its pres- 
ent form, makes this obvious in the 
advice to his pupils, from which 
Mr. Waley has translated selections. 
** In imitation,’’ says Seami, ‘‘there 
should be a tinge of the * unlike.’ 
For if imitation be pressed too far 
it impinges upon reality and ceases 
to give an impression of likeness. 
if one aims only at the beautiful. 
the ‘ flower’ is sure to appear.’’ 
This “ flower,.”’ or “ yiigen,’’ . the 
mysterious, the subtie cadence which 
establishes a communion with the 
spirit, is the peculiar province of 
NO and its special effect. If Wwe 
seek an illustration of the method 
by which this is accomplished, it 
is again the exquisite insight of 
Seami that informs us. ~“‘ For ex- 
ample,’’ he says, 
in acting the part of an old man, 
the master actor tries to reproduce 
in his dance only the refinement 
and venerability of an old gentile- 
man. * * * The appearance of 
old age will often be best given 
by making all movements a little 
late, so that they come just after 
the rhythmical beat. If the actor 
bears this in mind, he may be as 
lively and energetic as he pleases. 
For in old age the limbs are heavy 
and the ears slow; there is the 
will to move, but not the corre- 
sponding capacity. It is in such 
methods as ‘this that true imita- 
tion lies. * * * If, because the 
actor has noticed that old men 
walk with bent knees and back 
and have shrunken frames, he 
simply imitates these character- 
istics, he may achieve an appear- 
ance of decrepitude, but it will be 
at the expense of the ‘* flower.” 
And if the “ flower” be lacking 
there will be no beauty in his im- 
personation

has not a sense of the present. Its 
dramatic integrity arises from an ex- 
quisite sense of the past. 

The pattern, the special convention 
under which the Nd organizes ex- 
perience, has an apparent simplicity 
that conceals a highly sophisticated 
artistic tradition. The simplicity is 
somewhat akin to the elaborate 
economy of a Japanese print in 
which delicate suggestion replaces 
direct expressiveness. The Nd play 
begins abruptly with an enigmatic 
couplet in which is condensed the 
philosophic import of the drama, and 
which is spoken by the waki, or 
subordinate actor, who then, in brief 
snatches of prose, names himself, his 
origin and the destination to which 
he is proceeding. Then follows the 
lyrical Song of Travel, a series of 
fleeting and dissolving pictures of 
the places through which he passes 
en route to the destined spot. The 
waki announces the completion of 
his journey, and the shite, or pro- 
tagonist, makes his entrance, a dra- 
matic moment for which all that has 
gone before is an emotional prepara- 
tion. It becomes apparent that the 
place is identified with some noble, 
ideal or tragic action which occurred 
there long before, and which because 
of its essential relevance to eternal 
human experience, the memory of 
man has always held: With this 
action the -protagonist seems inti- 
mately familiar. Under the travel- 
er’s questioning the protagonist re- 
plies with a+ crescent and eager 
ecstasy, finally, and with reluctance, 
revealing himself as the ghost of its 
principal participant. This closes 
the first part of the play. In the 
second part, lives

Enough, perhaps, has been indi- 
cated of the doctrine of Seami to il- 
lustrate the extent to which it shares 
the inherent attitude of all Japanese 
art. Eternally. its attitude toward 
experience is that of the Buddhist 
text which counsels that ‘* he alone 
is wise who can see things without 
their individuality.’’ The composer 
of N6, like the Japanese painter, dis- 
cards the accidents of experience in 
favor of its abiding significance, just 
as he sacrifices the accent of indi- 
vidual character and feeling, the 
special values of intense and direct 
expressiveness for a patterned sym- 
bolization to which racial history and 
memory have attached a profound 
interpretation. Like the old Japa- 
hese painters, Seami and the other 
writers of Né seek to express in the 
particular subject a portion of uni- 
versal truth, conceiving each com- 
position not as an ultimate and finite 
arrangement, but rather as a single 
theorem of some mystic algebra of 
the spirit.

There is the ex- 
quisite parable of ‘‘ Hagaromo,’’ in 
which a fisherman captures an 
angel's magic robe of feathers, re- 
turning it to her only after she has 
danced for him the dances of 
heaven. There is the pitiable tale of 
Komachi, the~- Court beauty, who 
once “‘ walked like a young willow 
delicately wafted by the winds of 
Spring,’ but in her pride wrecked 
with her whims the life of her lover, 
and now, possessed of his tormented 
epirit, wanders upon the road, hag- 
ward, tattered and old, like some 
outcast Phryne seeking release from 
life. There is the ironic commentary 
vpon life of “‘ The Damask Drum."’ 
And ~there “are tales of souls im- 
mortalized by the beauty of music, 
like Tsunemasa, whose ghost re- 


fashion life into an equivalence with 
aspiration. This richness of legen is 
inconnofation makes them unusually 
Susceptible to recultivation by every 
age in terms of their relevance to its 
own interests. And while their fer 

tility in ideal associations qualif, 
them as a subtly modulated artistic 
instrument, the meagreness of their 
relation to external reality adds t/ 
their imaginative power.

we hold him accountabie, not for his

It is in the light of this in- 
vigorating freedom. and with thix 
special distinction of motive in mind, 
that we may most surely become 
aware of the unique enchaatment of

The basis of this enchantment, in 
the. last analysis, subsists in al! 
Poetic exaltation, but its individual 
quality is one that the Greek dram 
alone among the arts to which the 
Occidental mind turns familiar'y, 
tends to approximate.

HERE are few concepts of 
the human mind so fraught 
with odium that they find no 
champions. The Greeks, we 
are told, disliked the concept

The concepts wine and women, the 
dance, the play, the game, are 
odious only to restricted groups or 
eras. All have their defenders. 

But where is the defender of the 
nagging woman’? 

A nagging woman has recently 
been dragged into the spotlightof a 
reflected glory in Joseph Herges- 
heimer’s “‘Cytherea.’’ She is a minor 
character, being merely the wife of 
the hero of the tale, which in these 
days relegates her beyond Romance. 
So in the criticisms she appears for | 
only a line or two. The line is usual- 
ly introduced with “ of course,’’ or 
has an air of being so introduced. 
The_ rest of it is devoted to a brief 
dismissal of all nagging wives as. 
unendurable. | 

The first of these criticisms met my 
eye upon a bright and affable Sun- 
day morning. I dismissed the nag- 
ging wife as briefly and decisively 
as did the reviewer. But the second 
one, falling upon a consciousness 
intent upon finding the Monday- 
morning top of the living-room tabie 
and sending four Sunday issues to 
their long home, hit me like the first 
stab of acute appendicitis.

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The Cellar 
Players

LL the world’s a stage—includ- 
ing the cellar, which of‘ late 
has lost some of its more aro- 
matic and cheerful uses. 

Down in the Chelsea district there 
is a cellar. And in that cellar 
there is a stage. And on that stage 
the human puppets make their en- 
trances, sing their little songs, enact 
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their little tragedies, dance, mimic — 


and grimace. Then make their ex- 
its, just as all puppets have done 
since the world began. And as all 
puppets will continue to do; whether 
flinging their jeweled notes across 
the vastness of a Metropolitan Opera 
stage, indulging an unquenched and 
unquenchable theatrical urge down 
in the Village, or in quasi-profes- 
sional but highly respectable organi- 
zations, as the MacDowell Club, or 
groping for individual self-expression 
in expensive west side studios. 

** First chorus,’’ shouts the stage 
manager, clapping his hands. And 
over the stage lights clamber six or 
eight girls, girls in middy blouses 
~ nd short skirts, in shorter jackets 

and still shorter hair. The stage is 
low and the dancer are agile. The 
wings are still under construction 
pending the opening night, and to 
these eager, young terpsichoreans 
the quickest way in life is the short- 
est way. They happened to be on 
the wrong side of the stage lights, 
so they climbed over them, just as 
they will climb over other obstacles 
which the more sophisticated make 
long -~and imeffectual detours to 
avoid. 

* All ready,"’ booms the alert man- 
ager. ‘* Where’re the fans?’ Fans 
are produced with a flourish and 
from the piano comes a shower of 
piccolo notes. American feet of 
varying sizes shuffle imitatively 
through a stiff-kneed dance after the 
supposed manner of the ivory maids 
of Tokio. Fans held flirtatiously be- 
hind bobbed heads are lowered, and 
vibrant young sh Ss sy 
in a manner probably still unknown 
to the subtle ladies of Japan. But 
the dance goes on, the dancers weav- 
ing in and out, in and out; fans 
keeping time to the swaying heads. 

** Raw material,@but good stuff,’’ 
says the manager, as he rushes past 
us and down the aisle with his eye 
fixed on “ Letty "—Letty giggling 
and unrhythmical—Letty, who is 
forthwith swished out of line and 
put through her paces alone. 

** Next number.’’ And the stage is 
cleared for another dance. But the 
results are not to the liking of the 
manager. He jams down his hat and 
leaps over the lights. 

“*Limber up. Limber up," he 
Pleads. ‘* For héaven's sake, sister 
on the end, limber up.”” His voice 
breaks with emotion. Dancing, coax- 
ing, heckling, cajoling, he whirl- 
winds down the line, gradually im- 
buing the most lymphatic member 
with the spirit of the dance. That 
swings into shape and the instructor 
swings off the platform and the 
chorus swings into the wings. 

_ * Clear the stage for the one-act 
plays,’’ shouts the indefatigable one. 
“* Chorus upstairs for another try- 
out.”’ 

~So it goes on rehearsal night at the 
Cellar Theatre, 436 West Twenty- 
seventh Street, where young and old, 
longshoreman and chauffeur,’ ribbon 
clerk and letter-carrier, typist and 
cash-girl, step out of every-day life 
—out of the sordidness of life as ** it 
is,’’ into the joyousness of life as “ it 
can be.”’ 

Here in this low-ceillinged audito- 
rium, filled, until a few months ago, 
with old barrels, water pipes and 
rats, the people of the * neighbor- 
-hood are trying ‘out self-expression 
in art as a relief for self-repression 
in life. 

Unlike the inmates of self-con- 
scious studios in Greenwich Village 
and those up on West Sixty-seventh

little theatre came the sons and 
daughters of Italy. The grand- 
fathers, and the grandmothers, and 
the children, all came to watch the 
ridiculous antics of those dolls, who 
strutted and preened, ogied and 
kissed, much in the manner of the 
human puppet on the regular stage 
and much in the manner of the pup- 
pet men and women in everyday 
life. The uptown venture was the 
outgrowth of this Village success. 
Other amateur groups, such as the 
Washington Square Players, who 
climbed to fame over the dry-goods 
boxes of an old store on Macdougal 
Street, have long since joined the 
professional ranks of Broadway and 
lost, some say, the glow of epthusi- 
asm which distinguished their early 
performances. 

And, of course, there is the Neigh- 
borheod Playhouse on Grand Street, 
which goes on steadily being an ex- 
periment station of staging and a 
school of dancing and acting. The 
Provincetown Players is another 
group of amateurs, whose Village 
showhouse continues to attract those 
interested in plays originally han- 
died. 

The Cellar Players, unlike their 
brother amateurs uptown—the self- 
conscious, atruggling imitators— 
don’t give a whoop what the worid 
says. They go by a code that is as 
old as the stars, as tnchangeable as 
the winds. They act for the sheer 
love of the thing. For the sheer 
love of stretching their young legs, 
trying out their young lungs, imi- 
tating the gyrations of another class. 
And this game of self-expression is 
by no means confined to the young- 
ish members of this wideawake

Each contributor 
is usually found solemnly doing 
something he. is not trained to do, 
and probably never was meant to do. 

Yet these people pretend to a spe- 
cial cultivation—the possession of an 
educated taste which ought to make 
amateurishness in its mere self an 
offense. 
contemptuous of an actor who daubs 
ignorantly in oils than the very 
painter who artlessly inflicts his 
childish attempts at acting upon a 
whole circle of professed artists. 

The players of the cellar are frank- 
ly amateurs. They are not connois- 
seurs. A fastidious taste in any art 
is not to be expected of them. But 
they are not imitators, Curiously, 
they find life as they live it more 
interesting than life as some other 
class lives it. At least, so their 
plays would indicate. Their perform- 
ances are pitched in a natural key, 
many of their plays written around 
episodes in life as they understand 
it. 

Stage manager and property man, 
soubrette and heroine, swing about 
their jobs with amazing lack of self- 
consciousness, a ‘‘feel*’ for this 
whole thing built up by the neighbor- 
hood that augurs well for future 
achievement. The structure does 
not sag or creak. These players have 
builded siowly and have builded well, 
and, lke the oldest member who

Don 
Sturzo, the 
New 
Savonarola 


By Dr. JOSEPH COLLINS 


IVE hundred and more years 
ago a Florentine monk es- 
sayed to purge the Church of 
its infamies, to absolve it of 
its. sins, to orient it anew in 

the way of its Aposties. His name 
was Girolamo Savonarola, and the 
people to whom he preached regen- 
eration, or their masters, burned him 
at the stake in the Piazza della Sig- 
noria of his adopted city. The rm- 
forms that he sought were in great 
measure accomplished, and his work 
paved the way for the Reformation. 

Another Italian priest essays today 
to break the Laocoon hold which 
bureaucracy has upon the Govern- 
ment, to decentralize governmental 
administration, to administer the law 
in harmony with the progressive. na- 
tions of the world, to enhance the 
material prosperity and privilege of 
the laborer and artisan, and, most 
important of all, to help hen save 
his soul, and at the same time re- 
establish the fortunes and the pri- 
macy of the Roman Catholic Church. 
His name is Luigi Sturzo. One day 
his fellow-countrymen will erect a 
monument to his memory, and the 
Church may sanctify him. Two 
years ago his name was known to a 
few hundred Italians outside his na- 
tive province; today it is known ,to 
thousands throughout the civilized 
world. 

Who is this man, dressed in cas- 
sock and sandals, who has thrust 
himself, or has been thrust, so con- 
spicuously into the limelight? Who 
is this gentle, affable, solgnée priest, 
who a few weeks ago said “ Thou 
shalt not pass" to Giolitti, for more 
years than a generation the uncom- 
promising dictator of Italian politics, 
returned to power after the close of 
the war from which Italy, he 
averred, might have had *‘ much” 
had she kept her pact with the Cen- 
tral Powers and not  hazarded her 
fate with the allied nations? 

That a priest in orders, not of the 
Government, has such power, wields 
it, and apparently wilt continue to 
wield it, even more potently, for good 
or for evil, makes him the most in- 
teresting personage in Italy today. 

Don Sturzo (it is a relic of Spanish 
title Sicilian

by a finely modulated, 
speech in which there is no trace of

was devoted to Dante and Carducci. 
He has the rare gift of being able 
to give a responsive answer to ques- 
tions, and the still rarer one of being 
able to answer categorically. In or- 
dinary conversation he does- not 
orate, nor is he distracted from the 
narration by side or counter cur- 
rents of thought or emotion. His 
reply to the question of what he 
would do for Italy if he were all- 
powerful is an illustration: ‘* Make 
her again the cultural light of the 
world; decentralize governmental 
administration; eviscerate b 


Municipal duties did not engage all 
his energies or engross ali his ca- 
pacities. He taught philosophy, 
literature and canonical law in the 
seminary, studied administrative 
law, and was active Vice President 
of the Association’ of Italian Com- 
munes, and a conspicuous figure at 
all the Catholic political congresses. 

While he was a student in the 
Gregorian University he became a 
follower and co-worker of Romolo 
Murri, leader of Italian Modernism, 
but when he found Murri was leav- 
ing the Church he left Murri. He 
foresaw that there was no future for 
the Christian Democrats or for any 
Catholic movement whose strength 
was sapped and energies dissipated

Today it has 
more than a hundred members in 
Parliament, constituting the balance 
of power—'‘ A strong, closely united 
prohibited to vote en bloc, 
save on special occasions consented 
to and authorized by the direction 
of the party.”’

Since the birth of United Italy the 
politics of the country have been 
unsatisfactory to the majority of 
the people, one might almost say to 
all the people.

Mystic, nebulous, archaic; it 
might have been copied from St.

But Don Sturzo was able to give 
specificity to his previous general- 
izations, and to display a map of the 
roads over which he proposed to 
drive the Church’s chariot when he 
sent out the famous appeal of Jan. 
13, 1919, for the formation of a new 
political organism, rerulting a few 
days later in the Popular Party. It 
is widely but erroneously believed 
that the Popular Party was the out- 
growth of after-war conditions and 
dissatisfactions. It made a triumph- 
ant entry into the Parliament in the 
first election that had been held in 
Italy since before the war, but the 
party was the Christian Democrats 
galvanized and varnished. Its pur- 
pose was the same: to advance the 
cause of the Church and the people. 
The best thing that can be said of 
it is that it was not hypocritical. It 
admitted without hesitancy that it 
espoused the Church's cause, 
though it did not admit that this 
wag its major motivation. However, 
it is difficult to find any one outside 
of the Popular Party who does not 
believe that the chief allegiance of 
its members is to the Church and 
that their allegiance to the State.

Harry Rittenberg exhibits a

him with justice as some of his re- 
cently exhibited work has not. It is 
due to his model, perhaps, that his 
interpretation has so piquant a 
flavor, but his color scheme and the 
delightfu' line of the shawied figure 
against the gray background are his 
own idea. Joseph Boston's portrait 
of Isadore Konti is another of the 
things over which it is easy to linger, 
a restrained and modest portrait, 
deeply impregnated with the charac- 
ter of the subject. R. Sloan Bredin’s 
painting of a woman, gray and rose, 
has the refinement always present 
in his work, and in addition a lucid- 
ity that adds>greatly to its power. 
Edmund Greacen’s portrait is an- 
other achievement in refinement, 
more remote, less lucid and dairtily 
austere, 

Sidney Dickinson's portrait in the 
Vanderbilt Gallery is melodramatic- 
ally characteristic in its. pallid. dis- 
tinction, but it is less convincing as 
to his ability than the portrait head 
in the South Gallery.

T has seemed necessary for some 
critics who earn their rep ta-, 
tion by an entirely undesired 
championship of writers who 
are marred rather than made 

by their praise to speak well of Mr. 
Aiken. Possibly Mr. Aiken thinks 
little of Alfred Tennyson, but, per- 
haps, with a like experience, he 
might answer his critics, particu- 
larly those who have praised him, 
in the familiar lines. addressed by 
Tennyson to Christopher North: 

: could quite forgive the blame, - 

I could not forgive the praise. 
The only answer necessary from 
any poet to his critics is—his po2ms. 
Poetry is, or—is not. Praise cannot 
make it. Blame cannot kill it. I 
have long been. an unobtrusive ad- 
mirer of Mr. Aiken's, poetry (I trust 
he can ‘* forgive the praise ’’!) but 
this latest volume of his scems to 
me the culmination of his gift, to 
date. It is so filled not merely with 
beauty as with the pain of beauty, 
the pain of loving beauty, the des- 
perate ache of the lover of beauty, 
that I have found it hard to read 
because of its torturing reality. So 
far as technique goes, Mr. Aiken 
needs no advice from his critics. He 
has a very unusual mastery of words 
Zand knows as no living poet with 
whom I am avquainted how to 
charge them with beauty and sor- 
row. He knows that it is anything 
but “ pleasure ’’ to see the green 
swordlike leaves of the bulrush re- 
flected in a still pool. Beauty, of 
course, it is; but ‘beauty is not 
pleasure. In the first poem in this 
new volume, he expresses someciing 
like this thought in words which 
came out of the agony of his expe- 
rience, and he communicates a like 
agony to his reader, the agony of 
the lover of beauty and the lover of 
‘women combined. He does not write 
piacidly of things apparentiy piacid, 
because he knows better. He 
knows, as William Watson said be- 
fore him, that the reflection of the 
mocn is more strange and madden- 
ing than the moon itself, and that 
that reflection is poetry. This, at all 
events, seems to the one of several 
interpretations of these lines frum 
his “ Priapus and the Pool '’ - 
Must we always, like Priapus in a 
wood.

I had meant to give more space to 
William Oriffith’s ‘‘ Candies in the 
Sun ”’ (a title rather close, by the 
way, to one of Mrs; Kilmer's vol- 
umes), for Mr. Griffith is one of 
those exceptional poets who grow 
better aa they grow older. In this 
new volume his own individuality, 
previously somewhat obscured by his 
loyal admiration of other poets, is 
seen definitely emerging, an essen- 
tially Celtic gift, as his name implies, 
of fancy and reverie. A little rhyme 
still leads him somewhat too way- 
wardly from his thought, though, as 
often with the best poets, it brings 
him those chancé felicittes, those ad- 
venturous encounters between sense 
and sound, that will always make 
rhyming an inspiration as well as 
ornament of poetry, in spite of the 
strictures of the author of ‘* Paradise 
Lost '’ frowning upon the author of 
“Comus” and ‘ L’allegro.” © Mr. 
Griffith is difficult to quote at any 
length, because of the narrow per- 
pendicularity of bis verses, which are 
strung out so much after the manner 
of sausages—if he will excuse the 
hase image—that to give a just idea 
of any one of them takes mure space 
than poems horizontally constructed. 
He has still a* rather boyish or 
“* modernist "" weakness for making 
one werd do the duty of a line- 
which is elt very well for a dollar-a- 
line magayine publication, but is hard 
on the reviewer. As, for ingtance, 
in his fine poem, * A Brief for the 
Bird,”’ ‘ God" -in one. line, and 
“Vast another. Worse still im 
other poems, we have ‘‘ Oh,” for one 
line and ‘‘ Ah!"* for. another.. Of 
course #s Tibullus said of the Be- 
loved, we must take a poet on his 
own terms. Only, as I said, such e 
metbod limits the joy of quotation. 
‘Therefore, 1 cannot.do the justice by 
quotation which Mr. Griffith's poems 
bat must truncate one or 
two I.admire most, such as *' Hise-

REVELATION 
REVELATION. By Duicie Deamer.

T is not often that a heroine has 
| the opportunity to die twice 
within the covers of one book. 
In ‘* Revelaticn "’-—-whose gigantic 
theme is life in Jerusalem at the time 
of Christ—we enter an age of mira- 
cles and cannot therefore be alto- 
gether surprised to find such an ex- 
traordinary plot. To many of -us 
there is a deep and mysterious ap- 
peal in stepping back so many cen- 
turies to the time. when Jesus of 
Nazareth went about performing 
kindnesses. And when we read on 
its jacket that ‘‘ Revelation ” deals 
very frankly with the manners of 
that ancient period, that it gives the 
color and atmosphere, that it recre- 
ates vividly and beautifully the emo- 
tions and thoughts of the people in 
unusual simplicity of phraseology, 
we turn with keen anticipation to the 
first page 

Here we are at once inside the 
walis of a Koman house where a 
lovely giri lies asleep. Near by can 
be seen the ugly form of a fat wo- 4 
man, the girl's keeper. It is early 
morning, but/ there is a sign of life 
from a basket in the corner; a snake 
has_' and now glides across 
the floor to the mattress of the girl, 
Astarte. It twines over her arm and 
gains a positian against her warm 
breast. The girl shudders and opens 
her eyes. Recognizing her pet, she 
says: “Come, kiss me,” and the 
snake pusher its cold tiny muzzle 
against her lips. 

Certainly this is a vivid introduc- 
tion to the heroine.

Not until she has appeared at Herod's 
voluptu vs banquet; not-until David, 
a young Jew, has fallen instantane-

the pdlace to his own room nearby.

Christ, at this time, is going about 
with but a handful of followers; He 


_ i known simply as a miracle man, 


a8 a person calling Himself Jesus 
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of Nazareth David has scarcely 
heard of Him. Yet in his agony, 
when word now reaches his ears that 
a miracle man is coming this way, 
David eagerly seeks help of the Mas- 
ter. Jesus enters the room, places 
hix hand upon Astarte’s head, and 
life is restored. 

It is perhaps two weeks tater that 
Astarte, now become David's wife, 
discovers she is bored with her arab 
existence. She is caught in an 
empty house with another man and 
proved to have committed adultery. 
An angry mob drags her forth and 
is about to stone her to death when 
Jesus appears, The crowd it 
silenced and scattered. He then 
turns to the girl, bidding her go and 
sin no more. 

Astarte, afraid to return home to 
David, slinks into the nearest house 
and remains there many days until 
an earthquake throws her,. fataily 
injured, into the street, where she ir 
picked up by David. She dies in his 
arms, with his lips on hers. 

It is not a pretty story. The 
heroine, although brought in con- 
tact with the greatest figure of 
history, remains unaltered and un- 
appreciative. She is a thoroughly 
selfish, undisciplined child; a beau- 
tiful anima! dominated solely by in- 
stinct and desire. As to thoughts 
and emotions (referred to on the 
jacket of the book), she has none, 
and is totally uninteresting as a 
human being. She is but a creature 
stuffed with sawdust. 

In David, the author has at- 
tempted to tie the story up to reli- 
gion, because at the end of the book 
we see David turned into a zealot, 
bravely facing death for his public 
approval of the Nazarene. Kut only, 
on the surfacé is this satisfying. 
Was it not Astarte’s death that led 
to this bravery? Was it not a desire 
to die that he might escape the 
spvage and bitter sorrow of losing 
her? Was not the public approval 
of a despised Christ but a means of 
suicide? Did David really get any 
nearer God than a woman's satin 
skin? 

To many readers this book will 
be unconvincing, in its essence, of 
spirituality. It has none of the deep 
sadness, the majesty, the loneliness, 
the sublimity of the human soul that 
one would é¢xpect to find in such a 
story. Its people are totally unre- 
lated and without influence upon 
each other. For all its power it 
does not touch the emotions. It is 
graphic but not stirring, significant 
but not thought-provoking. The 
author is concerned too much with 
the panorama, the surface of life 
and too little with character and 
character's many depths Accent 
on minutiae and on the broad con- 
tagion of the senses. as well as the 
very brilliance of its verisimilitude— 
showing the voluptuousness of that 
ancient period—are the book’s un- 
doing. ~For in the end we are left 
with nothing but verisimilitude.

HEN a narrow, ancient 
thoroughfare has been de- 
stroyed by fire in a mod- 
ern city the opportunity

Sometimes he was 
glad for my remarks; sometimes 
he would explain why it ought to 
remain as it was; he would say 
that details do not matter, only 
the general scheme matters. 


The reopening of Drury Lane The-

Among the poets who had been 
thus shabbily treated was that 
pawky humorist, Horace Smith. He 
had a brain wave. He called his 
equally clever brother, James, to his 
aid, and the two gave their nigunts 
and days for six weeks to the com- 
position of their famous “ Rejected 
Addresses,”’ in which they purpocted 
to give the poems contributed by Dr. 
Johnson (who, by the way, had een 
dead for a quarter of a century), 
Walter Scott, Tom Moore, Words- 
worth, Southey, Coleridge, George 
Crabbe and many others. Thus 
originated the best set of parodies 
in the language. The Smiths com- 
pleted their task for the opening 
day, but no publisher could zee 
money in the joke, until a compara- 
tively “obscure one, John Miller, 
undertook the risk on a half-profits 
basis. It is on record that the John 
Murray of the period (Byron's great 
Murray) refused the manuscript 
without reading it, and seven years 
later was glad to pay £131 for the 
copyright after the book had run 
into sixteen editions, Scott's “* Mar- 
mion ’’ strain was admfrably bur- 
lesqued in lines which began thu:::

“‘ blurb.”’ It refers, of course, 

to the printed matter on the 
jacket of a new volume, those some- 
times extraordinary declarations that 
are written in the publisher's office 
and displayed upon the volume in 
order to entice the prospective book- 
buyer to take the work home with 
him. Sometimes they succeed, and 
sometimes they merely arouse laugh- 
ter, for it is not at all uncommon 
for a publisher to place such a high- 
falutin (there is no other word for 
it) testimonial upon the book-jacket 
that the least skeptical reader is 
bound to observe the wild exaggera- 
tion. B. W. Huebsch, in discussing 
the origin of the word “ blurb,’’ 
writes: 


The word “* blurb *’ is the crea- 
tion of Gelett Burgess. It fol- 
lowed the great success of ‘* bro- 
mide,’’ which arose out of the suc- 
cess of his essay, ‘* Are You a Bro- 
mide? *’ which I published in book 
form. I doubt if he dreamt of 
the fame that would come to 
* bromide ‘' when he wrote the 
essay, but I imagine that he ex- 
pected something of ** blurb,’’ be- 
cause he created it to fili a need. 
There is absolutely no other word 
that describes the mush, gush and 
tosh that publishers sometimes put 
on jackets, or, as our English col- 
leagues say, ‘‘ dustcovers.’’ 

The moment chosen for the birth 
of the blurb was one of the 
annual dinners of the American 
Booksellers’ Association. very soon 
after the publication of ‘‘ Are You 
a Bromide?’ It is the custom at 
these dinners to present souvenirs 
to the diners, and the souvenirs 
usually include current successful 
books. The Burgess book was 
among those distributed, und the 
author, who is as handy with the 
pencil as with the pen, drew an 
amusing bookplate which was 
pasted in each copy, and prepared 
a mock-solemn jacket, one feature 
of which was the picture of a girl 
(that being the time when no 
book-jacket was complete without 
a smirking female). This particular 
girl was lifted from a dental ad- 
vertisement. Burgess added a tew 
touches which made her just a lit- 
tle more absurd, and called her 
Miss Belinda Blurb. In the text 
below her picture 1 think that he 
used the word “ blurb’* in its 
present sense for the first time.

Hamilton, is exactly the sort of book 
that its title suggests. The theme is 
as old as the hills, but it is done with 
a certain gusto, an evident sophisti- 
cation and of the world 
and trumanity, and with a careful 
eye for the dramatic situations.

The dénouement 
ix not as commonplace as one may 
think from the samples that have 
heen offered, but, at that, the book 
is not particularly noteworthy. It 
will be widely read, thowever, for it 
is a formula that is in the public eye 
just now. One has but to turn to 
Coningsby Dawson's ‘‘ The Vanish- 
ing Point,”’ to find a more violent 
exampie of the same school of fic- 
tion, it might be called the sort of 
fiction in which the ideals of the 
country and patriotism get inextrica- 
bly mixed up with personal emotions. 

One more topical novel and we are 
out of this classification. “ The 
Ashes of Achievement,’’ by Frank A. 
Russell, is an effort of- sume excel-

on the borderline between light ro- 
mance and true literature. It is a 
story of Australia: and, as such, is 
plaved last in this classification be- 
cause it seems to be a connecting 
link with the South Sea material 
which will follow. When it is stated 
that “ The Ashes of Achievement "’ 
is an Australian story one must not 
immediately visualize it as a tale of 
the Great Bush and savages and wild 
animals and such melodrama. It is 
nothing of the sort. It is a story of 
Melbourne and Sydney and sheep- 
farming. Two main characters are 
to be found in the book, Philip, the 
wn of an English aristocrat, and 
Veter, a native Australian: And the 
story illustrates their friendly rival- 
ry The reader may follow young 
Australia through school and college 
life into business. Mr. Russell's book 
won a prize as the best Australian 
novel of the past yearr~and there 
would seem to be no reason to cavil 
at the decision. ‘‘ The Ashes of 
Achievement "" is a fine, well-set up, 
thoroughly sustained novel, with a 
well-defined degree of serious writing 
in it. Still it is romance and may 
safety be read as such. _ 

And so, as Mr. Pepys would say, 
to those delectable islands in the 
South Seas. First of all, we have 
“ Hurricane Williams,"’ by Gordon 
Young, and in this book our old 
swashbuckling hero of “ Savages ’" 
and ** Wild Blood ’’ is to the fore 
again. Mr. Young has invented a 
genuinely entertaining figure io 
Hurricane Williams, outlaw, _rene- 
sade and pirate of the South Seas, 
and it is apparent that he intends to 
keep him thrilling audiences for 
some time to come. He is a man of 
wild exploits, and ‘' Hurricane Wil- 
Hiams *’ may safely be recommended 
to those readers who like their books 
tough and raw. Here is primitive 
passion at its darndest, to echo Mark 
Twain. The book starts with a bang 
and it ends with a whoop. Thefe 
isn’t a bit of literary excellence in 
the entire 342 pages, but who cares 
for that?- The tale sweeps along 
with many a wild fight in it, and 
that is what the particular audience 
tor which these books are written 
most desires. 

“The White Kami,"’ by Edward 
Alden Jewell, is a book of a different 
order. Here, too, are the South 
Seas, but the workmanship is often 
distinguished, and one is bound to 
uimit that Mr. Jewell has read his 
Conrad to some advantage. By this 
it ig not- meant that Mr. Jewell is a 
Sedulous ape. He suggests the 
sSreater writer, but he does not imi- 
tate him. Mr, Jewell’s theme and 
prose treatment are quite his own. It 
is rather in the atmosphere that one 
discerns Joseph Conrad. The story 
of “The White Kami"’ fs violent 
und melodramatic, but this is some- 
what concealed by the really dis-

ter 


tinguished style which the author 
commands. In a South Sea isle 4 
group of men are raising forbidden 
crops of opium, and with it comes 
pestilence, fevers and death. There 
is madness and there is love. The 
book, at certain moments, brings to 
mind Conrad's “ An Outcast of the 
islands,"’ but it is nowhere near as 
perfect, nowhere near as tragically 
lifted from the mere melodramatic. 
Still, the book is one of unusual 
quality, and it marks the third vol- 
ume among the thirteen under con- 
sideration which may be lifted from 
mere light romance to that desirable 
borderline that touches on authentic 
literary value of genuine moment.

with which the South Sea yarns are 
dressed, so there is no reason’ not to 
class it with the two hooks men- 
tioned above. At the outset let It 
be stated that Mr. Anderson's novel 
is essentially a light romance, but 
it is a most. delectable one.

This novel finishes an- 
other classification and brings us to 
romances of big business. It is in 
this classification that I should say 
modern light fiction has developed 
the most during recent seasons. The 
other classifications we have always 
had with us, but the romance of 
big business is a thing that these 
later days have seen brought to its 
highest sevevpment. For instance, 
there is “Tarrant of Tin Spout,’’ 
by Henry Oyen, light fiction, if you 
will, but yet a Dock ‘that hols’ the 
attention -closely~ throughout. The 
hero of this tale is an old-time hero, 
cne Spence. Tarrant, a drawling 
Western type, mighty quick in draw- 
ing his gun. He is the sort of chap 
who treats his rich boss's daughter 
with a slow condescension that 
angers her mightily. And, of course, 
before she knows it, she is dead 
in love with him. The big business 
introduced into this novel is oil, and 
part of the action concerns a fight 
for certain oil interests. Mr. Oyen 
has proved long before this that he 
can write absorbing yarns, and this 
book is quite up to his best. 
“Slag: A. Novel of Steel and 
Stocks,’’ by Donald McGibeny, has a 
title which explains itself. This is 
2 novel of industrial unrest in the 
great steel mills, and it is worked 
out in a fairly good manner. The 
reader will find all ‘the old types 
here—the capitalist, the laborer, 
both American and alien, the agi- 
tator,.the Bolshevik, the worried 
little wifes waiting at home and the 
society giri experimenting with rad- 
icalism and discovering that it is not 
quite ‘what she imagined it to be. 
And now for the last classification, 
which is the oldest and the one that 
has the largest public—the detective 
romance. There are three books in 
this classificatidn, and each one of 
them is a cleverly contrived tale by 
an author who is well experienced jn 
this particular school of fiction. So 
nearly alike are detective tales, and 
8q impossible is it to explain any of 
their action without disturbing the 
reader who wants to learn all about 
it from the books themselves, that 
no attempt shall be made to treat 
these books separately. These three 
volumes are ‘* The Yellow Streak,” 
by Valentine Williams; ‘‘ The Scar- 
let X,” by Harvey Wickham, and 
“The Moon Rock,” by Arthur J. 
Rees. Opportunity may be taken 
here for pointing out that Mr. Rees 
in his tale has attempted a manner 
of telling a detective novel. He of- 
fers the reader a well-documented 
novel that pays a deal of attention 
to characterization and does not ‘dart 
so swiftly through the action as the 
typical book in this classification. 
The resuit is that ‘‘The Moon Rock,” 
besides being a well-handled mystery 
concerning a murder, is also a novel 
of some literary excellence. Turning 
to’ the other two books, is it not 
enough to say that Valentine WT- 
Hams, who is responsible for “ The 
is the man who 
wrote “The Man With the Club 
Foot,” and that Harvey Wickham, 
who offers as his new venture, "The 
Scariet X,” was the author of “‘ The 
Clue of the Prirarose Petal "? Isn't 
that saying enough for both of these

Thoreau would conclude, * the farm- 
er was being dragged along by. two 
powerful oxen who never ate any- 
thing but a little green grass." 
** If these men who talk so much 
about needing liquor will only stop 
and consider, they will realize that 
real literary power does not need to 
be coaxed along with whisky.”’

And, finally, all these con- 
flicting mental pictures: fade -into the 
one which has the strongest influence, 
and the decision is made... Of course the 
cutback has been used, but Only as a 
single: scene-and not to indicate mental 
conflict and thought. The possibilities 
are immense.’’ 

But even this, says Mr. Bern, is only a 
literal beginning of what may be accom- 
plished. He believes, for instance, that 
psychoanalysis will open the way ‘to a 
picturization of dream action that will 
greatly enrich’ the photoplay and free it 
from ‘*‘ dependence upon the other arts,” 
allowing it ‘‘ to’ stand alone, something 
different, unique and vital,’’ for-in no

Armenia is a nation, It has-its own 
language and a gelaxy of poets and 
writers who have won for themselves a 
niche in the Hall of Fame. Above all, 
the Armenians ethnically constitute a 


of Armenian territory was then under 
the Turkish flag, but a large area owed 
allegiance to the Czar and a smaller re- 
gion to the Shah of Persia. 

When the tocain of war aroused Hu- 
rope in 1914, a congress of Ottoman 
Armenians was in session at Drzroum. 
The wily Turk knew of the splendid 
fighting qualities of the Armenian sol- 
dier and was aware of their unconquéra- 
ble tenacity of purpose. He, therefore, 
immediately got into touch with this rep- 
resentative body and sought to enlist its 
support. The Armenians fully grasped 
the significance of this move, They un- 
derstood what the war meant and the 
issues Which were involved. They knew 
also that they were helpless and, sur- 
rounded’ by Turkish bayonets and that 
the streams of their Fatherland would 
run red with the blood of their wives 
and infants if they refused. The dis- 
passionate language of an official dis- 
patch dated the Foreign Office, Lon- 
don, Oct. 3, 1918, and bearing thé signa-| 
ture of Lord Robert Cecil, British Under 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, 
best sets forth not only the nature of 
the reply but the death toll which it 
carried in its wake. 

It is thus officially placed on record 
that: : 

1. In the Autumn of 1914 the Turks 
sent emissaries to the National Se 
of the Ottoman Armenians a 
at Erzroun and .made them a ebtere 
autonomy if they would ackteey Soe 


Turkey in the war. The Armen 

plied they would do their duty in- 
dividually as toman subjects, but that 
as a nation they could not work for the 
cause of Turkey and her allies, 

2, On account, fn part, of this courage- 
ous refusal, the Ottoman. Armenians 
were sys matically murdered by the 
Turkish Tet ueoniadian 1915. a 
hirds of ‘the m Were ex - 
mated? by th eo nost cold-blooded .and 
fiendish imothada, more . than . 700,000 
people, men, women and children alike, 

From the beginning of the war that 
half of the Armenian. nation which a 
under the sovereignty of Russia ” 
ized volunteer forces and under sae 
heroic leader Andranik bore the prune 
of some of the heaviest fighting in the 
Caucasian campaigns. 

‘Armenia, therefore, is not only a na- 
tion, in all that the term implies, but it

Treaty..of Sevres officially welcom 
Armenia t6 the full rank and dignity of 
a free, sovereign and in@ependeént State. 

Armenia Dismembered. ‘ 

This treaty,. which was drafted at the 
énd.of a war fought not only to rid | 
mankind of the tyranny of militarism, 
but to consecrate: the equality of all na< 
tions; great and emall, in its very first 
line set forth that the British Empire; 
France, Italy and Jepan constitute the 
principal allied powers, and that Ar- 
ménia is an allied power of the same 
rank and dignity as Belgium. 

‘Starting, therefore, from this premise) 
that Armenia is. not only a nation. but 
an ally, Article 88 of the treaty provides 
that:

This love of the dead really is,at the 
bottom of the,‘present experiments. If 
the medium’s caller does not want..to 
réach any. particular person’in the be- 
yond, the chances are that they have a 
sore heart over a human love, are seek- 
ing to ayoid or retrieve some misfor- 
tune or to achfeve some ambition. Those 
are four vital life.currents on which the 
medium has to play. 

Mind Reading an Art, 

‘*The medium will throw out sugges- 
tions, endeavor to get a clue from the 
expression of a face, of may actually 
have the ability to catch the telepathic 
wave from another’s mind. Any skilled 
medium who, has a half-dozen persbns 
under the spell of waiting for. something 
wonderful to happen can gather up 
enough threads to do a very fair bit of 
fortune telling. Undoubtedly there is 
such a thing as. reading. another per- 
son's: mind, an art developed by close 
concentration and observation.. What 
we call the psychic mind is able to jex- 
ercise such an -influence. over other 
minds that it Iiterally persuades. 
thoughts from the subjected brain... All 
mediums ‘study their subjects closely 
and are able to hazard a very good guess 
about almost anything that may concern 
them. This is a result of constant ap- 
plication, but that alone is not suffi- 
cient, because some minds are so much 
keener and some pérsonalities’ are so 
persvasive and, fascinating that they 
assert a dominance over other people,”’ 

In the days when Houdini was still a 
barnstorming . entertainer a deputation 
came. to him in a Missouri town and 
asked that hé undertake to expose 2 
local medium who had been playing hob 
with that community, . Houdini agreéd, 
but the medium came to him and told a 
story of hard luck, requesting that Hou- 
dini permit one more séance, When he 
promised to leave town. Houdini’s sym- 
pathy was enlisted, and he made a com- 
pact with the mediunt-to help fim ott 
When the time for the séance came, 


with\a hand over his mouth, ard’ waited 
for the exposure. Instead, Houdini did 


\more_ besides. 

“The believers were just as antidus 
to uphold their medfum as the’ others 
were to expose him,” said Houdini 
“* While I had the table walking some 
body threw a’ rock, on it, that was 
not part‘of my program. “I aih satis- 
tied that® sormé ‘one *bréught the fFéek 
along. so-as-to-help the medium out if 
he really got into trouble: They were 
not taking any chances on his being 
unable to give’ a_ sign at the right mo- 
ment.” 

A favorite practice with. many’ me- 
diunis is the sounding of a trumpet as 
a kind of introduction for the spirits, 
Houdini says he met one man who had 
developed this piece of mystification to 
the point where he could blow a trumpet 
tying on a table several feet ower by a 
sort of ventriloquism.

." All psychologists are familiar with 
this trick of the subconscious mind,"” 
he said, ‘‘ but many persons will go to 
a medium and ask for an interpretation:

in fear’ of a great many things that 
never happen. Fear is one ofthe ruling 
motives. of our actions, and when a 
person has oncdé become afrefd of some- 
thing definite. the medium .can~ per- 
suade him to belieye practically what- 
‘ever he likes. It is a strange out- 
growth of the medium’s work that per- 
sons -who have been in fear of some- 
thing will find relief in the reassuyances 
of a medium. The medium usually is 
careful not wholly to settle their trou- 
bles, but to keep them in a 

some suspense, or to hold out prospects 
of further revelations which will make 
them happy. The medium really has 
an easy time once he gets the credulity 
of a follower. _It is a comfortable habit 
to depend upon a medium for' the solu- 
tion of all troubles and everybody is 
certain to have enough of these’so that 
the medium will be kept busy: gatisfying 
their doubts and longings.”’ 

Houdini was reminded that several 
men ‘of the first have become con- 
vinced that they ‘had received messages 
from the dead,\and@- was asked if-his ex- 
perinrents in paychic fields had thrown 
any light on this subject. 

“IT have made compacts with seven 
persons that the one of us dying first 
would communicate with the other ff it 
were possible,”” he said, “but I have 
never-received a word. ‘The first com- 
pact was made twenty-five years ago, 
and I am certain that if any one of those 
persons could have reached. me he 
would have done so. ‘The last one was 
my secretary, @ man of mature years, 
and we were very much attached , to 
each other. The day before .an opera- 
tion he said to me, ‘Houdini, this may 
be the end. If it is, I am coming back 
to you no matter what happens on the 
other side, providing there is any way 
that I can reach you. And if I can 
come, you will know it is\mé, because 
I am going to will it so strong that you 
cannot be mistaken.’ He died the next 
day. -That was more than a year ago 
and there has. been no.sign. I have 
waited. and watched, belfeving that if 
any man ever could. have.sent back 
word, he would have been, the man. 
And I know that our minds“ were so 
close to each other that I must have 
received the signal if there had been 
one. But-I never have had even a sug- 
gestion that my friend wanted’ to call 
me, No one could accuse me of being 
unwilling to receive such asign, because 
it wou have been the_ greatest. en- 
lightenment I could possibly have had 
in this world.’’ “ 

Self-hypnotism,. according. to Houdini, 
is a common form of deception practiced 
by those who believe that they have had 
messages from the dead without the help 
of mediums. And this willingness to be- 
lieve, of course, is another prime. stock 
in trade. for mediums. -Heudini said that 
even Harry Keller, now dead, and, whom 
he regarded as the greatest of all magi- 
cians, confessed to. him that he had been 
fooled by clever zmanipulators. Keller 
said this was because he did not knew 
what to expect nor in ‘which direction ta 
guide his intelligence when the mystifier 
began to work, 

‘The secret of all such performances 
is to catch the mind ‘off-guard, and the 
moment. after it has been surprised to 
follow up with something else that ‘car- 
ries the intelligence along with the per- 
former, even against the will,”’ said Hou- 
dini.. “When it is possible todo this 
with a ‘highly developed..mind, consider 
what. can..be done with persons who are 
anxious to believe. “The distressed rela-

The man who knows what a busi- 
ness cycle really is knows when the bad 
times. are about due. Statements of 
principle are of little value unless they 
are worked out in the management of 
actual business: That is just why the

When it adjourned on Oct, 13 last 
the President's conference on unem- 
ployment left behind it a working com- 
mittee under the chairmanship of Secre- 
tary Hoover. It further suggested that 
an analytical study be prepared of the 
causes of the business cycle, and an 
attempt made to collect statistics and 
facts as to the methods for offsetting 
the bad results of both periods of ex- 
pansion and @epression characteristic 
of practically all of our industries. 

The work of making the survey was 
undértaken by the National Bureau of 
Economic Research, of which Dr. Wes- 
ley C. Mitéhell, the American authority 
on the-business cycle, is Director.
